The UCC's Calvin Synod has elected a new bishop. Rev. Louis Medgyesi, pastor of 
Hungarian Reformed UCC in Fairport Harbor, Ohio, fled as a child with his family from the 
Hungarian revolt in 1956. "The only friend I had in tiiese United States when I was 10 years 
old was Jesus^M says. Rev^M^gyesi will head a gimtp of 32 Hur^prian Reformed churches 
in the UCC. 

UCC President Rev. Paul H. Sherry joined 22 other religious leaders in urging the 
Clinton administration and the U.S. Senate to approve the Kyoto Protocol, an international 
agreement on global warming to fight climate change. The treaty calls on industralized 
nations to deeply cut emissions of heat-trapping gases that come from burning fossil fuels.
